Newspapers are something more than com- 
mercial enterprises, if they live up to their 
public duty, Sometimes they are owned by 
munition makers to stir up business; some- 
times they are owned or controlled by wealthy 
financial groups to ensure in times of depres- 
sion that no agitation is start- 


ed to disturb the financial 
system. But when they are 
owned by individuals or by 


small groups of public spirit- 
ed men, they invariably lend 
themselves as mouthpieces of 
protest and as distributors of 
economic and political truth, 
as they see it 

That is why there is so 
. much protest now in United 
J. S. Cowper — States, lest the NRA code for 
newspapers be used as a means of throttling and 
dragooning the press. 
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The freedom of the press has been dearly 
bought. Caxton’s first press was placed under 
the license of the Star Chamber—a court with- 
out laws or restraints. The press continued 
under license through the reigns of Henry 
VIU, Mary, Edward VI, and Elizabeth. Even 
after Charles 1 was beheaded and the Star 
Chamber abolished, licensing continued till 
near the close of the seventeenth century. 
Editors and publishers were put in the pillory 
and the stocks, had their + >gues slit, ears cut 
off or were hanged for displeasing the powers 
that were 

Although licensing was abolished in the 
American colonies before the Revoiution. 
Alexander Hamilton argued against permitting 
“freedom of the press” in the American Con- 
Stitution. Only the action of the states in re- 
fusing to ratify the Constitution without the 
first ten amendments—the first of which made 
provision for the freedom of the press—gave 
United States a free press. The English doc- 
trine of libel of the government was employed 
to defeat the Constitutional amendment and 
editors in the time of President Adams were 
sent to jail for criticizing the president's ad- 
ministration. Justice Chase sentenced Dr. 
Thomas Cooper, editor of a Pennsylvania ga- 
zette, to six months in jail and a fine for hav- 
ing written, “Our credit is so low that we are 
obliged to borrow money at eight per cent in 
time of peace.’ He laid down the law in the 
following sentence:

QUESTION: “I recently fell on a wax floor 
and injured the extreme end of my spine. 
While it seems be improving gradually, 
nevertheless the pain is still present.” 

ANSWER: You probably injured the coccyx. 
This is a small bone situated at the end of the 
spine and is also called the tail bone. The 
coccyx received its name from the Greeks, who 
thought this small bone resembled the bill of 
the cuckoo and the word “coc refers to this 
bird. I note that you state that you are gradu- 
ally improving and it is quite possible that with 
the passage of time you will note that the dis- 
tress has greatly lessened. If the pain continues, 
it would be advisable to have an x-ray picture 
made to determine whether or not the coccyx 
been fractured.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this day, in 1906, Adam 
Beck introduced in the Ontario 
Legislature the bill which caused 
an industrial and social revolu- 
tion in that province. The idea 
was born at a convention of mun- 
cipalities at Berlin (now Kitchen- 
er) in 1902, when a delegate from 
Toronto proposed the creation of 
a commission to buy electric 
| energy from the private compan- 
ies at Niagara Falls, or to de- 
velop its own power, and to build 
transmission lines throughout the 
province 

Among his hearers was Adam 
Beck, then mayor of London. The 
proposal aroused his enthusiasm; 
he studied it in all its details and 
within a few months was the 
chief advocate of provincial elec- 
| trical development. He persuaded 
the Whitney government to ap 
point a commission to study the 
question, That commission report- 
ed two years later in favor of 
municipal co-operation to secure

tate and territory Arbor day is 
recognized as a legal or school holl- 
day. The date, fixed by proclama- 
tion, varie in different localities; 
in the northern states it is usually 
in April or May, and in the south 
ern, December, January or Febru 
ary Arbor day was introduced 
into Ireland and England and is 
kept in Canada and New Zealand, 


OBSERVE HOLIDAY 

The holiday is observed here on 
the first Monday in May 

In a statement issued Monday, 
Mayor D. K. Knott urges all citi 
vens to commence planting trees 
and continue this work throughout 
the week He said: “Arbor day is 
not exactly the same as other holi- 
days in the year insofar as it is 
really a day for work, Reforestation 
is of great importance even in this 
country, and property-holders may 
do their part by replacing trees 
that have died or planting them
